has had the voting power, he has 
gradually been able to increase his, 
wages from the day's wage \ of the 
Revolutionary period,. which would 
only purchase one-half a bushel of 
wheat, to a wage that will buy him 
two or three bushels, 'but even then, 
at the best, he has paid every cent 
of tax levied; for every merchant,

on every other item that makes up 
'the over-head;—until an article that 
costs wholesale $1 has added to it 
15 per cent for clerk hire, 10 per 
cent for rent,- 5 per cent for taxes 
and insurance, 10 per cent for de- 
preciation, 8 per cent for interest, 
and 35 per cent of sales prices for 
profit;—and pays $2 retail for. the 
article,

The wholesaler also figured1 the tax, 


in when he set his price, with inter- 
est and profit on it; the manufac- 
turer, or "buyer of produce *Iid the 
same; and the original producer of 
raw materials,—:whether .from mine 
or soil—did the same, until the la- 
bor^er, who tilled the soil, dug the' 
iron, copper, or coal, manufactured 
the cloth or tool, never got 15r per. 
cent in. wages for producing what he 
pays '$2 at retail for. 


.Then;—after/he has paid the tax, 


the interest on the tax,-and a profit 
on the .tax, to mine or soil owner, to 
manufacturer, 
jobber,, wholesaler, 


and retailer,—then for fear lest he 
should .get some benefit from the ^ex- 
penditure of the tax, the property 
owners,—or some lick-spittle repre- 
sentative of theirs,—proposes that 
the toiler who has been unable to 'ac- 
quire anything because of his wages 
being below a living wage, be de- 
barred from any voice in ejection*
